He said

history now as he did in 177C, In 'Ul 
and '08. Their loyalty then, their un- 
flagging devotion now Is the best re- 
futation of any intimation that Ihe 
church Is not or has not done its bit. 
"France, ever the fairest daughter 


of the church, even though she has in 
recent years almost shut out the light 
of the gospel by her civic measures 
and has Insulted her priests, has wit- 
nessed the notable spectacle of even 
the priests, responding to her call to 
arms and taking their places In line 
to tight for the tri-color. 


"On the other side of tho great con- 


flict, across the Rhine in Germany, 
Catholics have rallied to the support 
of the fatherland, their country de- 
spite the fact that the German gov- 
ernment has endeavored to adopt rc- 
strlctlvo 'measures 
affecting 
the 


church and Its mission. 
These are 


but a few of the examples of loyalty 
of the Catholic to his country. 


"in this country the church enjoys 
free and uninterrupted right to go 


forward in its mission and the mem- 
bers of the Knights of Columbus can 
best be good members of the Catholic 
church if they cleave to those prin- 
ciples which make for right living. 
In a word, 'Render unto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar's and unto God 
tho things that are God's'."

It is true tha 
President Wilson received many votes 
on the ground that he kept the nation 
out of the war; but there came a tinv 
when as an American and the chie 
executive of the nation, lie could do 
that no longer. 
Then it became his 


duty to consult with congress and to 
carry out its.decrees whether for war 
or for peace. 


President .Wilson was

duty to muster an army for the de- 
fense of the nation and hence tho 
statement of Prof. Cattell was wrong 
In every sense. 


President 
Murray 
Butler 
knows 


Prof.-Cattell and his erratic tenden- 
cies. He knows that the influence of 
such a man would have a bad effect 
on the students. In point 
of 
fact 


there was evidence to show that this 
actually happened inasmuch as cer- 
tain students of Columbia and friends 
of this professor were arrested and 
prosecuted for opposing the draft. 


The other member of the faculty 


discharged was Prof. Henry 
Wads- 


worth Longfellow Dana, grandspn of 
the poet whose name lie bears. He 
was not only a supporter but an ac- 
tive member of the Peoples' Council 
which was refused the right to meet 
in two western cities. It must cer- 


1 tainly have been embarrassing to the 
trustees of the university to lind a 
member of the 
faculty 
associated 


with a movement repudiated by civil 
authorities as "unpatriotic and dis- 
loyal." No university could afford to 
bo placed in such 
an unfavorable 


light before the country. .Prof. Butler 
saw this very clearly and acted wise- 
ly in removing both professors. 


Then a great howl went up from 


all the pro-German elements and nil 
the organs of the German propagan- 
da. 
One would 
Imagine that 
the 


very palladium of free speech and 
personal liberty had been swept from 
its base. The criticisms had a Ger- 
man sound and behind some of them 
could be heard the jingle of German 
Sold. 


These professors longed for absolute 


freedom to preach sedition or some- 
thing very much akin to it. 
They 


have been given their freedom. They 
are now released from all the re- 
strictions that President Butler wish- 
ed to enforce upon the faculty of Co- 
lumbia; but instead of carrying on 
their propaganda work cither they or 
their friends are assailing President 
Butler for discharging them.

dent Butler is the head of Columbia. 
He is responsible for its government, 
its guidance, its success.

Christian 
parents 


would not send their children there 
to be educated. Similarly, if profes- 
sors talked sedition or treason, par- 
ents who are loyal and who believe

was

his 


course. He cannot restrict tho, per- 
sonal freedom of professors in such 
matters, but if they descend to the 
mire of sedition or treason he can 
prevent them from dragging the un- 
iversity with them. 


"Academic Freedom" that 
would 


unite the disloyal 
elements of this 


nation against the government, can-

countenanced. 
Under the 


leadership of able but misguided men. 
these elements might become much 
more dangerous than they arc. 


There are other colleges and un- 


iversities that would he greatly im- 
proved by a clearance of the samo 
hind. It is well remembered that a 
Massachusetts college came to this 
city for a rank socialist and installed 
him as professor .so that he is freo to 
preach his hobbies and his fallacies 
to the students. 


It would bo well for the universi- 


ties of America if they had more men 
like President Hurray Butler of Co- 
lumbia.

and Protopopoff, came to an end. leav- 
ing the country in a state of such dis- 
organization that

government in

the provisional government aid. 
ine 
disorganization 
ot 
transportation 
brought hunger and cold to the Kus- 
sian cities and created an atmosphere 
in which every kind of 
anarchistic 
agitation could be successful. 
Lenine 
and his followers with their slogan of 
immediate peace, with their hatred foi 
the wealthy classes, with their plans 
Cor the dictatorship of 
the 
laboring 
class, naturally could appeal more to 
the suffering, comparatively uneducat- 
ed Russian masses, already exhausted 
by the war and the crimes committed 
against them by the old regime, than

The chancellor's blunder in springing

his

against the reichstag majority appear 
to have lost him the conservative and 
pan-German support. Other parties in- 
cluding even the nationalists are united 
in open condemnation of

also 
charged that the chancellor showed not 
only a lamentable lack of political acu- 
men, but his act also resulted in the re- 
habilitation of the radical socialists to 
a considerable degree. 
The hindsight of the government re- 
garding the effect of the naval plot dis- 
closures is shown by Vorwaerts in an 
interesting relevation that the censor- 
ship was applied to the chancellor's 
speech and that the telegraph was 
barred to newspaper despatches while 
the

speeches of Michaelis 
and Admiral von Capelle could be tele- 
graphed abroad.

"France, ever the fairest daughter 


of the church, even though she has in 
recent years almost shut out the light 
of the guspel by her civic measures 
and lias insulted her priests, has wit- 
nessed the notable spectacle of oven 
he priests, responding to her rail to 
firms and taking their places In linn 
':> fight for the tri-color. 


"On the other side of the great con- 


flict, across the Khine in 
Germany, 


Catholics have rallied to the support 
of the fatherland, their country, de- 
spite the fact that the German gov- 
ernment has endeavored to adopt re- 
strictive . measures 
affecting

church and its mission. 
These are 


but a few of the examples of loyalty 
of^the Catholic to his country.

St. Paul says that all

Adverting to the war, Fr. Mullin 


spoke eloquently of the part which 
Catholics are playing in the terrible 
struggle for world freedom, 
fie said 


that the Catholic soldier is making 
history now as he did in 1776, in '01 
and '88. Their loyalty then, their un- 
flagging devotion now Is the best re- 
futation of any intimation that the 
church is not or has not done its bit. 


"France, ever the fairest daughter 


of tho church, even though she has in 
recent years almost shut out the light 
of the gospel by her civic measures 
nnd has insulted her priests, has wit- 
nessed the notable spectacle of even 
tho priests, responding to her call lo 
arms and taking their places in line 
lo fight for the trl-color. 


"On the other side of the great con- 


flict, across the Rhine In Germany, 
Catholics have rallied to the support 
of the fatherland, their country, de- 
spite the fact that the Oerman gov- 
ernment has endeavored to adopt re- 
slriclive 
measures 
affecting 
the 


church and its mission. 
These are 


hut a few of the examples of loyalty 
of the Catholic to his country. 


"In this country the church enjoys 


a free and uninterrupted right to go 
forward in its mission and the mem- 
bers of the Knights of Columbus can 
best be good members of the Catholic 
church if they cleave to those prin- 
ciples which mnke for right living. 
In a word, 'Render tmto Caesar the 
things that are Caesar's nnd unto God 
tho things that arc God's'."

A cross road 
loads up the h i l l to the entrance of 
the building and one can gain a fine 
view of the cantonment from the ele- 
vation. 
The building is a large one, 


at least ISO by 50 feet and is of one 
story. 
Two largo doors offer admis- 


sion and as one enters he first meets 
with the information desk. 
Here the 


secretary or one of his assistants is 
located and all questions nnd inquiries 
in regard to K. of C. work are an- 
swered here. 
Looking- down the length 


of the building one's eye is first at- 
tracted by a largo Amerfcan flag which 
serves as a background for tho platform 
at the extreme end of the structure. 
The stage or platform is a wido one 
nnd on either .side are compartments 
which may be used either as dressing 
rooms for entertainers 
or 
whatever 


other purpose occasion may 
require. 


Surmounting the stage Is the, olliclal 
banner of the K. of C. 


Coining down from the singe ono sees 


innumerable rows of movable benches 
which serve as scats for the auditors. 
They are divided into three aisles and 
one is escorted to bis seat by an usher 
just as in any theatre. 
Tho benches 


can be moved out of t h e way when the 
hall is required for dancing or other 
purposes. 


There are eight largo windows along 


either side of the b u i l d i n g nnd above 
in (he slant of tho roof aro as many 
smaller windows. 


Along the sides of the walls aro 


racks for magazines, papers and books. 
In 
tlie rear, overhead, is a balcony 


which can be. used either for seating 
purposes when an entertainment is giv- 
en or which w i l l serve iu.lmirnhly as 
tho location of choir singers when re- 
ligions services aro being held. 
In 


fact the building scorns to ho adant'-d 
primarily for n church. 
The platform 


makes an admirable altar and there is 
nblln<l:i.nt 
room tor several thousand

About $-100 worth of furniture was 
lost in tho Wm.

The 
James

Hassel 
factory, 


valued at $15.000. is a total loss with 
55000 worth of stock and machinery. 
The market building, a broad 
and 


deep one-story structure, was dam- 
aged to the extent of §2000, and a 
similar amount, it is said, will cover 
the fire, water and smoke da.mage to 
its stock.
